All Gartien Seats, Chairs, ami Tables are sent Carriage Forward. 
That is to say, that all charges for carriage, delivery, etc., after the 
goods leave Bedford station are borne by the purchaser. 

All goods are consigned at " Company's Risk," so that in case of any 
damage to the goods during transit by rail, the Railway Company alone 
are responsible. An advice of the damage should be sent to the Works 
and also to the Railway Company on the same day that the goods arc 
received, as, if the Railway Company are not advised within three davs 
their responsibility ceases. 

The repairs to goods damaged in transit can either be effected locally 
and charged to the Railway Company, or the goods can be returned, 
carriage free, marked "broken in transit," to the Works, and replaced 
with fresh ones, free of cost. 

The majority of Seats, etc., are packed in straw and best Archangel 
mats, which are charged at a low price, two-thirds of which will be 
allowed when returned in good condition. 

It is hoped, however, that customers will ^ee their way to keep these 
where possible, as Archangel mats are always useful in the garden. 

When goods are shipped abroad they are packed in strong specially 
, Tiade wood cases, which are not returnable.

The Seats marked in deal, painted, are usually finished white or green, 
but can be painted to any colour or to match any tint to suit purchasers' 
requirements. 

All Seats illustrated are kept in stock in deal, painted and finished with 
the exception of the last coat of paint, which is put on when the 
Seats are ordered, so that they may be sent away in a fresh and clean 
condition. They should stand 5 or 6 days to harden after receiving 
the last coat of paint, so that at least a week should be allowed from 
the time the order is received until the seat is despatched. 

All Oak Seats and Tables, unless otherwise ordered, are fumed fairly 
dark and varnished, and all Teak Seats are sent out simply oiled. 
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To save time, all orders and communications re despatch ot Seats, if 
sent by post, should be addressed to the Works at Bedtord.

I-'or many places ,i lighter type of (Jardeii Seat is preferable to the more substantial 
ones illustrated in the preceding pages, and many people prefer a Garden Seat or Chair 
which can be moved about eabily and can be used in the Conservatory or Winter Gardens 
durinf" the winter months. 

The Scats illustrated nn the following pages will, 1 think, answer this purpose admirably. 
They are light, graceful and easy to move, and are equally suitable for the Garden, 
Conservatory or Winter Garden, \'erandah, Balcony, Loggia or Hall. 

Practically all of the designs have been adapted from old examples of Chippendale, 
Sheraton and iMiipire furniture, altered oidy as much as is necessary to tit them for out- 
door use. 

The Seats arc made of open lattice work, which adds to the lightness of the whole piece, 
and enable^ the seat to be used out ot doors, there being no large flat surface to warp 
and split w'ith the action of the weather. 

Owing to the extreme lightness of the scantlings used in the manufacture of these 
Seats, teak is the material most recommended as it is so much stronger than cither oak or 
deal. All the teak used at these works has been' cut and imported during the last few 
years, as it is owing to its extremely oily nature (which excludes the damp), that this 
wood owes its imperviousness to all kindsYof weather, and as in the course of years of 
exposure this oily nature gradually disappears, teak cut in fairly recent years is more 
durable when exposed to the weather than any old teak, from which its natural weather 
resisting properties have disappeared. 

The two illustrations on the opposite page will give a fair idea of the difference between 
the two^distinct types of Seats and Tables.

On the following pages will be found a varied selection of Sundials and Pedestals in 
stone, lead, terra-cotta, marble, etc. Many designs, however, which are not illustrated in 
the Catalogue are kept in stock at Bond Street, where a large variety may be seen in all 
materials. 

In every case two prices arc given, one tor the Pedestal fitted with the ordinary " stock " 
dial, and another price fitted with a specially made dial to register the exact time for the 
district in which it is to be fixed. 

1 he latter is naturally the more expensive, and as the difference in solar time between any 
two places in this country is so very little, the former should in most cases answer the 
purpose just as well, more especially as, even with the most accurate dial it is possible to 
make, one must allow for the difference between solar and watch time at various times of 
the year, as set out on table opposite. 

The Sundial, of course, indicates only solar time, but by adding or deducting the differ- 
ences as indicated in the following table local mean time is found, and by again adding 
or deducting the difference in longitude, Greenwich mean time is found. 

E.G. — A Sundial at Wrexham (3" west longitude) on March iith registers 11 o'clock, 
to find Greenwich mean time proceed as follows : —

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FIXING. 



For fixing Siuulials choose a bright, sunny tlay* and first see that the pedestal on which 
the Sundial is to he fixed is perfectly rigid and quite flat and level on the top. 

Then set a watch or clock to the solar time ni the district, which can soon be calculated 
by the aid of the foregoing equation table. Then set the dial in Portland cement mixed 
with a little water, and adjust it until it registers Correct Solar lime, and after seeing that 
the plate is quite level, allow the cement to set. The dial is now fixed and requires no 
further attention unless the pedestal be removed. 

The Gnomon of a Horizontal Sundial is always fixed oii the I2 oVlock line, which 
represents the true South and North meridian, and its ed^e is elevated above the plane to 
an angle equal to the latitude of the place. In the Northern Hemisphere XII oVIock 
and the elevated end of the gnomon are always placed towards the North and vice 
vet'sii in the Southern Hemisphere. In the Northern latitudes the ^un is always due 
South at XII oVIock and vice vo'Sti in the Southern latitudes.

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HOW TO USE THE HELIO-CHRONOMETER. 

Set the year circle *B to the current date (the date shown on the diagram is Dec. 25th). 

Then turn the dial or hour circle A round by taking hold of the two finger grips so as to get 
a spot of light through one of the holes in the moving screen E to shine on the line engraved 
on the fixed screen F. 

When the spot is bisected by the line, the correct 
time can be read at the sector C on the periphery 
of the dial, thus : 2 h. 10 min. 

This reads 11. h. because the hour mark II. is 
within the limits of the sector Plis the number 
of minutes it indicates, thus : II. h. plus 10 min. 
= 10 minutes past 2. 



Supposing the indicator were opposite 50 on the 
sector, then the time reading would be II. h. 50 
min. = 2.50 or 10 minutes to 3. 

NOTE.— In (he Hclio-Chronomctcr, the shadow of the 
gnomon—as in the old fashioned type of dial— is 
replaced bj' the spot of light, and thus far greater 
accuracy can be attained, as the spot can be bisected 
to a nicctv. 
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INSTRUCTIONS FOR FIXING AND SETTING THE HELIO-CHRONOMETER. 

Place the pedestal or support firmly in position to receive a maximum of sunshine. The two 
or three hours about noon are the most valuable, and care should be taken that the low 
winter sun be not obstructei-l. 

Relea<;e the six screws round the base of the Instrument and remove the base plate G, which 
should be recessetl into the top of the pedestal P, with its upper surface slightly projecting. 
The Rag bolt R is then to be securely lixed in the centre of the recess, and the base plate G 

bolted down tit^htly. The upper surface of the 
plate must be TRULY LE\'EL, after which 
the cavities may be filled in with cement. 

Replace the Instrument on the base plate G and 
put the six screws back ag.iin loosely. Set the 
year circle *B to the current date and the hour 
circle A to true clock time, then turn the instru- 
ment bodily round on the base plate until the 
sun throws a spot of light through one of the holes in screen E, exactly on the centre 
line of screen I-. Tighten the six screws well down with the special screw-tlrlver supplied 
with the instrument. True clock time is most conveniently obtained at the nearest 
telegraph office or railway station at 10 a.m.

The method of time telling is simplicity itself. The plate B is moved round until the 
correal dav of the month is shown at the Secflor D ; the lara:e Plate A is then turned so as to 
get a beam of light through one of the holes in the screen E to shine on to the centre line 
inscribed on the Screen K. When the spot of light is bisetfled, the true clock time 
may be read ttff the Se<ftor C. 
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TREILLAGE (as is sufficiently obvious) is of French origin, and is, broadly speaking, 
an clabor.ulon of the Trellis motif of which the illustrations herewith will give a far better 
notion than manv words. 

- 

Treillage was in use as far back as the days of Pompeii, as some of the frescoes on the 
excavated walls had clear indications of Treillage in use as a garden decoration. In France 
the art of the Treillageur has lon£,r flourished, and much beautiful work of thi^i description 
can be seen in that country- In Holland this form of decoration for gardens was much 
in vogue during the XV'Ilth and X\'nith Centuries, and in a curious Dutch gardening 
book, " Dcr Nctherlandtsen Hovenier," published in 1670, are many quaint illustrations 
of the Dutch Treillage of that day. Two examples from this book are illustrated herewith. 

In England, Treillage was in vogue from the XVIth to the end of the XVIIIth Century. 
In 1761 Horace Walpnle visited a friend of his " and drank tea in the arbour of treillage," 
which seems to have impressed him, as, some time after, he writes with reference to a 
Garden Bower he proposes to erect: ** I have decided that the outside shall be of a 
treillage, which, however, I shall not commence t;ll I iiavc again seen some of old Eouis' 
old-fashioned galanteries at Versailles." 

Up to the last decade, very little attention was paid to Treillage in this country, 
except that from time to time travellers of taste and discrimination imported it into 
England, but the expense has been almost prohibitive, as the material itself is very fragile 
and difficult to pack, and, beyond this, it is advisable, although perhaps not absolutelv 
necessary, that workmen who understand the work should accompany it for the creftioii 
and completion. 

During the last few years, with the growing demand for this form of garden decoration, 
our resources for the designing and economical manufi(5ture and eredion of Treillage have 
enormously increased, and we are now able to carry out this work in all its branches, 
whether for outdoor or indoor use, much more economically than any Continental firms 
under equal conditions. 

Treillage, as we may gather from the accompanying illustrations, is by no means a stock 
article — sold in lengths — such as the ejtpanding trellis one obtains from an ironmonger's 
shop, but must be specially designed and made in each case to fill with character and 
distln(5llon the spaces to be treated.

It is, of course, impossible to issue a 
comprehensive catalogue and price 
list of thii work, and the examples 
here shown are merely to illustrate 
what has l>een and may be done, and 
are, for the most part, of work which 
we have carried out in various parts of 
the country.

Thev have a 
tar better appearance than the ordinary rustic larch poles so often used for this purpose, 
and are far more durable, besides which they alK)W the roses to spread and grow more 
naturally than when they are tied up tightly in a bundle round a sinijle pole, neither do 
they look unsightly when the foliage of the rose trees has disappeared for the winter. 

Roses and climbing plants of any kind always flourish far better when thrown in contact 
with wood than with iron, as the wood, not being so sensitive to heat and cold as metal 
is not too hot tor the plants i-i summer nor too cold in winter.

TRELLIS VERANDAHS. 

Another of the various uses to which trellis work can be put is for the fronts and ends of 
Verandahs, as shewn in the illustration below. The roof is fnimed up very lightly and 
covered with zinc, so that Vi:ry little weight is supported by the trellis work at front and 
ends. Copper, of course, has a better appearance on the roof than zinc, hut is rather 
more expensive. 
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The floor should be slightly raised, and laid with tiles ; or bricks laid to a herring-bone 
pattern are very effective. A Verandah similar to the above will be found a most useful 
adjunct to the house during the summer months, and when not in use is always an 
ornamental feature. Prices will be quoted for this design according to sizes required.

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The illustrations on this and the prcccdinu page of a Pergola erected at Cornbury Park, Oxon., 
to the designs of John Belcher, A.R.A., are very fine examples of how Trellis work and 
"Trcillaoe " niav he introduced into Pergolas. 

This work was all curried out at the Pvohtle Works in Oak, the columns being formed in 
"Treillage," not in the solid, and the carved caps well pierced so as to give as light an 
appearance as possible to the whole structure. 




The main walk of the Pergola is straight, with a stone wall at one side on which is fixed 
•^'Treillage," and niches at intervals for statuary. 

At the end of the straight walk is a semi-circle, in the centre of which is an imposing temple 
or garden house, carried out in " Treillage," surmounted by a large dome covered in lead. The 
interior of the temple contains a fine oak panelled seat.
